Washington, b. o. Aug. 8. Two important 
changes in the command of vessels of the 
navy were announced this evening by Secre- 
tary Long. Captain Charles D. Sigsbee, 
who commanded the battleship Maine when 
it met its fate in the harbor of Havana, and 
who has been in command of the auxiliary 
cruiser St. Paul since the war began, has 
been ordered to relieve Captain John W.

SHORT CAMPAIGN IN SIGHT.

Ponce, Island of Porto Rico, Aug. 8 (morn- 
ing).—General Brooke is here in conference 
with Major General Miles. His force is 
still at Guayama. A force of about 400 reg- 
ular Spanish troops are stationed about 
eight miles away. 

The movement of the American army to 
‘Ban Juan and Arecibo has commenced in 
earnest and the beginning of the end of 
the Porto Rican campaign is at hand. In 
ten days at the longest, unless all signs fall, 
the entire Island of Porto Rico will be oc- 
cupied and San Juan itself reduced. 


San Juan Twenty-five Miles Away. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Special.]— 
General Miles has advanced a part of his 
army to a point within twenty-five miles 
cf San Juan upon which he is making a 
strategic and expeditious advance. It is not 
his intention, however, to attack the Porto 
Rican capital, but to invest it completely, 0 
that he will be in a position to meet any 
emergencies which may arise. 

Reports received by the War department 
tonight indicate that General Miles’ forces 
are making the advance in four . in 
nearly as many directions. 

General Brooke, with General Hains’ bri- 
gade, which includes an Illinois regiment, 
the Third, under command of Colonel Ben- 
nitt, has advanced to Cayey, which is situ- 
ated at the turning point of the military road 
advancing from Ponce to Coamo, with 
Aibonito as the objective point. 

It is here that General Miles expected the 
first real fight of his campaign, but the 
capture of the place will probably be effected 
with ease. In view of the manner in which 
General Brooke and General Wilson started 
dut it is believed by military experts that a 
simultaneous attack will be made upon the 
mountain stronghold. Aibonito is strongly 
fortified by both natural and artificial forti- 


oa vatry and infantry from two pots. 

General Brooke making the attack on the 
‘pear, however, is most likely to do effective 
work, for the Spanish fortifications are 80 
situated that they command the military 
road from Ponce and not that portion of the 
highway along which Brooke will advance 
from Cayey.

Aibonito is practically the only barrier in 
the way of an expeditious march to the 
capital, so that its capture will greatly fa- 
cilitate the advance. 

Meanwhile, Generals Schwan and Henry 
are advancing northwestward, with Arecibo 
on the north coast and Mayeguez on the 
west coast as the objective points. General 
Schwan is advancing from the Yauco to 
Mayaguez, via the road which penetrates 
the mountaine to the west of Miles’ base of 
supplies, passing through Sabana Grande 
and San German. 

In view of the fact that Mayaguez is the 
largest Spanish garrison in western Porto 
Rico, General Miles will practically have 
the greater part of the island under his 
contro) when it is captured.

‘MUST WAIT_ON THE CORTES. 


Features of Spanish Law Which May 


— Delay Final Settlement 


{BY AN EX-ATTACHE.] | 

New York, Aug. 8—([Special.]—Although 
the Spanish crown and government have 
decided to submit to the terms of peace im- 
posed by the United States, and ars officially 


ceptance of the conditions, yet they can only 
2 so ad referendum, a fact which may ren- 
er politic a refusal on the part of the au- 
thorities at Washington to concede any 
armistice or suspension of hostilities. 

By article 55 of the national constitution 
crown and government are debarred from 
entering upon any negotiations entailing the 
surrender or exchange of any Spanish terri- 
tory without having previously obtained a 
warrant or permission to do so by the Na- 
tional Cortes. 

Other constitutional nations are content 
to require a parliamentary ratification after 
peace has been negotiated by the executive. 
But Spain has apparently so little confidence 
in ite rulers that the constitution expressly 
stipulates that no Spanish officials can treat 
for the cession of Spanish territory without 
previous legislative sanction. 

Now, although the Carlists and the other 
foes of the dynasty, and of the Sagasta ad- 
ministration are anxious for the conclusion 
of peace, since it will place them in posses- 
sion of fresh weapons against the crown and 
administration, which will naturally be 
made the scapegoat for the disastrous re- 
sults of the war and sacrifice of territory, 
yet they may be relied upon to raise obsta- 
cles in the Cortes against the acceptance of 
the American terms. 

In fact if they abstain from opposing the 
peace they will identify themselves therewith 
and render themselves unable to subsequent- 

attack efther the Queen Regent or the 
abinet for having concluded it. They can- 
not do otherwise than protest against it, 
or fighting it in the Cortes tooth and nail, 
and the rules of procedure in the Spanish 
Parliament are such as to render it possible 
even for a small minority to prolong the de- 
bate indefinitely, and to render almost im- 
possible the passage of any bill to which 
their consent or absence of opposition may 
not have been secured by a compromise. 

Then, too, the Cortes is scattered to the 
four winds of heaven at the present moment, 
and it is doubtful whether it would be prac- 
ticable to convoke the Cortes, or if convoked, 
to obtain a quorum until the summer is over 
and Madrid becomes more babſtable and less 
unhealthy. 

Any negotiations that are entered upon by 
the Spanish government and crown without 
the consent of the Cortes are, from a Span- 
ish point of view, illegal, and may as such be 
repudiated by the Cabinet that takes the 
place of the Sagasta administration, or even 


dy the Infanta Isabella were she to take the 
place of Queen Christina as Regent. 
The entire negotiations might be repudiat- 


ed by Spain even at the last moment after 
the treaty of peace has been signed by the 
plenipotentiaries of both nations unless the 
Spanish plenipotentaries have been duly 
qualified not alone by the Crown, but like-, 
wise by the Cortes, to treat in the name of 
Spain. And at that moment it may be both 
inconvenient and costly for the United 


States to resume hostilities, whereas there 


‘are many people in Spain who are convinced 
that time is the best ally of their country 
and that had they been able to prolong the 
state of war thruugh the summer into the 
autumn their position would have beén a 
much more advantageous one, and terms 
which they could have obtained from the 


able. 

The long and short of the situation is that 
m order to be duly qualified to treat for 
33 and to commit Spain to national ob- 
igations Queen Christina’s plenipotentiar- 
ies must be in possession of legislative sanc- 
tion, which will be exceedingly difficult, if 
not impossible to obtain, at any rate for a, 
considerable time to come. If they do treat 
without this parliamentary authorization 
they can be repudiated at any moment. 

Another point to be borne in mind in con- 
nection with the negotiation of peace fs the 
fact that the Spanish government holds in. 
reserve against the United States an enor- 
mous claim for damages, similar to those 
presented by the United States government

Obeyed Orders in Not Entering. 


With regard to sendingSour ships into the 
harbor of Santiago, Admiral Sampson was 
acting under explicit orders of the depart- 
ment not to expose his armored ships to the 
risks of sinking by mines, and the wisdom of 
his course, { believe, is universally ac- 
knowledged by naval authorities. He 
waited, as he should have done, the vo- 
operation of the army.

London, Aug. 8.—Reports of the discovery 

by Dr. Lilienfeld of Vienna of artificial 

albumen have been treated more humor- 
ously than seriously. Many jokes have been 
made about itin the newspapers. Today the 
greatest authorities on chemistry in Aus- 
tria, Professors Ludwig and Mauthner of 

Vienna University, both spoke seriously on 

Lilienfeld’s invention. 

Professor Ludwig said: There is no 
doubt a serious invention has been made. 
I cannot say more at the moment. I arrived 
in the congress when Lilienfeld was finish- 
ing his demonstration, but from what I saw 


I dare say there is surely something impor- 


tant in the matter.“ 

Professor Mauthner said: “ Lilienfeld’s 
synthesis is quite new and is exceedingly 
interesting to any scientist. I was present 
during the whole demonstration and can 
affirm that the synthesis showed correctly 
all the reactions and percentages in the com- 
position of hatural albumen, yet further re- 
searches are necessary to establish whether 
artificial albumen will have the same effect 
on the human body as the natural. 

“It is the peculiarity of pepton that it 
cannot be exactly characterized as other 
artificial products for its constitution or the 
grouping of its atoms, which plays so great 
part in chemistry, is yet entirely unknown. 
Therefore, notwithstanding that it may be 
exactly the same composition and possess 
the same reactions as the natural, the full 
value of artificial albumen for nourishing 
effect is yet to be proved. A 

Lilienfeld himself mentioned in his 
lecture that experiments to that effect are 
now being made as regards the cost of pro- 
duction.“ 

MautHner remarked that one ingredient, 
phenol, is cheap. A second, glycocol, though 
also derived from a waste product, ammo- 
nia, is yet expensive, costing £12 per kilo- 
gram, because of being made in laboratory. 
This he does not, however, mind. Similar 
prices were paid in the beginning for aniline, 


phenol, alizarine, and many other products 


that were later on cheapened to a minimum 

by the chemist’s art and wholesale produc- 
tion. Now thousands of tons of those prod- 
ucts are made, 


The invention of artificial albumen by 
Lilienfeld is likely to be of absorbing interest 
to scientists. Albumen is the most vital 
constituent in the human body. Its loss in 
excess means death. If Lilienfeld, by his 
science, can produce an artificial albumen 
which is stable it means that it ma: be possi- 
ble to repair the ravages of illness or to in- 
crease the strength of the weak by sub- 
cutaneous injection of artificial albumen 
properly combined. 

The serum treatment of disease has been 
exploited by Koch and others. The serum 
he has used has been the serum of animals. 
Albumen serum is the most important con- 
stituent of the human blood. The invention

serum, with all that this implies. : 

Chemically considered Lilienfeld has per- 
formed a marvelous feat. Albumen makes 
one ot the group In which fibrin and casein 
are classed. The three are sometimes called 
histogenetic bodies, because they are es 


sential to the building up of the animal or- 


ganization. The chemical constitution of 


all of them is exceedingly complex, but the 
e of the lot is albumen. It 


is known that it contains carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen, and oxygen, with a small amount 
of sulphur, but the way in which these 
things were combined was hitherto un- 


known.

Some one jumped 
up to resent it, others tried to get in a word 
or a blow and shortly there was a general 
wrangle. The guard was called and the men 
were: brought under control. 

“The chief reason this affair is to be re- 
gretted so deeply,“ said Colonel Young, “ is 
not because of its serloug character, but be- 
cause we all had the understanding that we 
were on our good behavior to sustain the 
reputation we justly have of being the finest 
body of volunteers in the service. I have 
been in the regular service for twenty years 
and I have never seen a battalion that 
equaled either of these. We are doing al- 
most three times as much work as any of 
the troops in the field and no body of men 
could come into discipline more quickly and 
perfectly than these skilled artisans.” 

Colonel Young believes the two battalions 
here will follow the Third to Honolulu. Many 
of the men and officers hoped they would 
be called upon to do the engineering work 
in Porto Rico when it falls into the hands 
of the United States, but Colonel Young 
argues that the government will probably 
give that work to contractors on the coast 
and that it will be the Philippines, the La- 
drones, or the Hawaiian Islands that will 
require the service of the military. 

The First and Second Battalions will go 
out equipped to undertake the construction 
of any work that the government may de- 
sire, such as improvements in harbors, the 
building of fortifications, the necessary con- 
structions for coaling stations, and the 
building of roads, railroads, and telegraph 
lines. Twelve battalion wagons are re- 
quired to carry the outfit, beside twelve com- 
pany wagons. Each battalion has a wagon 
for railroad tools, one for blacksmiths, lines- 
men, and ‘surveyors, one for general sup- 
plies, and one for ropes, block, and tackle. 
The company wagons carry intrenching out- 
fits and tools for the artisans. 

Company E of the First Battalion was in 
mourning yesterday over the death of 
Dewey, the mascot. Dewey was a ragged 
nondescript deg, but he hada wide ac- 
quaintance, and, moreover, had been writ- 
ten about and sketched for the Chicago 
papers so that his fame was quite extended. 
The boys say he developed a fondness for 
tobacco and died from nicotine poisoning. 
After dress parade last night he was buried 
with military honors. 

More than a score of men will be tried to- 
day on charges of overindulgence in liquor. 
The extent of their punishment is a matter 
of talk and conjecture in every tent at the 
camp and it is variously estimated from a 
month’s salary fine and six months’ labor 
under guard to dismissal without punish- 
ment. It is expected Colonel Young will 
set an example of discipline in the cases 
now to bo tried and allow the men the same 
privileges of leave next Sunday.

CHAIRMAN JONES IS COMING. 


State Senator Orville T. Berry of Carthage 
was in the city yesterday in conference 
with a number of local Republicans, and

There was no special need of making it pub- 
lic anyhow, according to Mr. Cooley, as the 
commission practically embodied it in its 
own report. Mr. Cooley discussed his report 
for the first time, and protested at the man 
ner in which people were trying to drag him 
into New York politics. 

“The attempt to improve the Erie Canal 
has not been a steal, as New York people 
have been led to suppose,” sald Mr. Cooley 
last night. “It was the result of loose 
methode in letting contracts, and not 
dishonesty, that has made the $9,000,000 ap- 
propriated for canal improvement go searce- 
ly more than half way towards doing what 
was planned. It would have cost about af 
much—all but the $1,000,000—to have done the 
work if the contracts had been let properly. 
The work the contractors have already done, 
which has excited so much criticism, could 
scarcely have been done for less money. 


Dual System of Control. 

“The whole fault is in the dual system of 
control an“ the forms on which the con- 
tracts were let, which are thirty years out of 
date. It is the opinion of Mr. North and my- 
self, who were agreed precisely in our m. 
vestigations, the engineers did about as well 
as they could under the circumstances, and 
considering the pressure brought to bear on 
them. Of course, we only embodied the re- 
sults of our investigation and let the com 
missioners deduce the rest. I have seen 
the commissioners’ report, and that is prac 
tically what is embodied in it. 

“The Legislature evidently was in such 
a hurry to go ahead with the improvement 


never had a‘ chance to properly determing 
how much work had to be done. The ex- 
amination was so superficial that K. was 
impossible to make proper specifications in 
letting the contracts. 
In the first place, State Engineer Adams 
did not have time to get a compe ent force 
of engineers together to go over fhe canal 
He made his investigation in the winter, 
when the ground was frozen and it was im- 
possible to determine properly the character 
of the work and what would be needed wt 
make the improvement. Asa result, some 
of the contractors found marsh where the 
contracts supposed there was none, and dirt 
where solid rock was expected. | 


Good Things for Contractors. ‘ 


“TI do not blame the State Engineer nor the 
Commissioner of Public Works, understand 
I suppose they did as well as any one could 
under the circumstances. But the superfi- 
cial examination let a good many con- 
tractors, who knew the canal better than the 
engineer could, under the circumstances, 
get in on the ground floor. 

To show how much latitude the specifiea- 
tions left, one contractor bid $3 for removing 
100 yards of bowlders. The men who let the 
contract put the figure at 100 yards, because 
they thought from their investigation thers 
was about that much. Now 88 isa fair price 
for removing only 100 yards of bowilders, 
but, in this instance, the contractors found 
there were 20,000 yards, instead of 100. OF 
course the contractor didn’t ask to have his 
price lowered. That was a pretty big prices 
for the work. 

“There should have been one man 
charge of the canal improvement, instead of 
two. In New York the State Engineer is not 
a subordinate of the Commissioner of Fu- 
lic Works, nor vice versa. The result ® 
there was a dual management of the Work, 
and it was inevitable that there was some 
clashing. It was not open, but nevertheless 
it existed. 

The contractors in many cases found, like 
the man who bid $3, that there was a.great 
deal more work to be done than they expegr 
ed. In some places where it was thougs 
the walls were intact they had to be repaired, 
and they simply went ahead and put in thei 
bills. As the specifications did not limit 
them, and the work had to be done, there was 
nothing else te do than to pay the bill. That 
is one reason why the $9,000,000 calculated 
to do all the work has been used up, OF Cole 
tracted for, and the work is not much more 
than half done. |

THE SPANISH ACCEPTANCE 
The French Ambassador has received at 
last what is supposed to be the acceptance 
by the Spanish government of the Presi- 
dent's peace conditions. But that commu- 
nication has not been presented to the Pres- 
ident yet, and nobody knows what its con- 


tents are, All that is known concerning 


it is that it is a long document, the translat- 
ing of which kept the cipher clerks at the 
French Embassy during a good part of the 
day. This morning it will be submitted to 
the President, and something will be 
learned about the acceptance which it has 


taken the Spanish government so much time 


to elaborate. 

It is ot portentous length. The natural 
conclusion is that the Madrid dispatches 
touching the contents of the note may not 
be far out of the way, and that Spain, in- 
stead of saying Les, thank you,” has 
prefaced its acceptance with a preamble 
declaring that it did not s.2k or provoke the 
war, and is a “ victim of circumstances.” 
It may be also that the Spanish note raises 
questions about the Cuban debt, the date 
and manner of evacuating Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and asks also for some assurances 
concerning the Philippines, 

Spain may make to the President or to 
the world all the assurances it chooses to 
the effect that it is a much abused country, 
“driven to war” by the United States, 
History will pass judgment on that point, 
and the judgment will not be in favor of 
Spain. But if the Spanish government, in- 
stead of accepting, graciously or ungra- 
ciously, the President’s terms, has attempt- 
ed to add conditions of its own to his con- 
ditions, then all there is for the President 
to do is to declare that the reply is unsati» 
factory and let the war go on. If it lasts 
a little longer Porto Rico will be American 
territory without Spanish consent. 

It has been intimated that the Spanish 
government cannot agree unconditionally to 
the demand for the relinquishment of Cuba 
and Porto Rico because Spanish territory 
cannot be ceded without the consent of the 
Cortes. Then the sensible course for the 
Spanish ministry to pursue would be to 
convene the Cortes, It will do what the 
Cortes orders it todo, But if Spain agrees 
to-evacuate Cuba and Porto Rico—which 
does not require the assent of tne Cortes— 
the American government no doubt will 
take it for granted that the Cortes will 
agree later on to the formal relinquishment 
of title. 

The impression is on the whole that Spain 
has not raised points which will delay 
peace. For it is a matter of great impor- 
tance to Spain that hostilities should cease. 
It is a matter of little consequence to the 
United States. The longer the war lasts 
the more territory it will have at the end. 
Therefore Americans are not losing any 
sleep over the Spanish note. If Spain plays 
the fool and will not have peace on Ameri- 
can terms, so much the worse for Spain.

A force is also report- 
ed to be moving towards Mayaques on the 
west coast, and during the present week 
there is reason to believe that pretty much 
the whole island will be in the hands of the 
Americans, with the possible exception of 
San Juan. 


THE TRUE CUBAN POLICY. 

Senator Thurston is in favor of the acqui- 
sition of Porto Rico, He believes in letting 
the Philippines go, retaining only Manila. 
That will not be a popular policy in Ne- 
braska, but it is asserted that the Senator 
means to leave that State soon and settle 
in New York. So he does not care what 
Nebraskans think. As regards Cuba, the 
Senator states that the United States 


“should establish there an independent. 


form of government under our protection. 
Then in the course of time, after citizens of 
our country have flocked there, we should 
annex it.“ 

It it were understood to be the policy of 
the United States to set up an independent 
form of government in Cuba, even under 
American protection, the citizens of this 
country would be in no haste to flock to 
Cuba or to invest much money there. They 
would wait and see how that “ independent 
government,” made up of discordant ele- 
ments, not one of which has had any gov- 
ernmental experience even on a small scale, 
managed to get along. There would be a 
general and justifiable fear that that gov- 
ernment would not be any more stable than 
those of South and Central American re- 
publics. The conditions have not been 
such in Hayti or San Domingo, which have 
been “republics” for some time, as to en- 
courage settlement there. 


The situation in Cuba is about this: The. 
property-owning classes in the cities, and as 
a rule the large land-owners, do want an 


“independent government” run in whole 
or in part by the military leaders of the M- 
surgents. They distrust the governing ca- 
pacity of those men, and they question also 
their inclination to deal justly with those 
who were not on their side during the recent 
troubles. Undoubtedly a large majority of 
the intelligence and wealth of Cuba is hor- 
rified at the proposition that the insurgents 
shall have a controlling voice in the man- 
agement of Cuban affairs. The military 
leaders of the insurgents—their “ Presi- 
dent and other civil officers cut no figure 
announce quite frankly that men who have 
been “loyal to Spain during the last

These are the discordant elements which 
Senator Thurston thinks the United States 
should make an “ independent government 
out of in some unexplained way.

The list is as discreditable as it is exten- 
sive. The majority of the States are in the 
South, where the objection to enlisting col- 
ored regiments has stood in the way of a ful- 
fillment of the people's duty to the national 
government. Some of these have sent their 
recruiting officers to Chicago to drum up 
Illinois volunteers for their Southern regi- 
ments. All these behind-hand States, to 
whatever section of the country they belong, 
have failed to show the enthüsiasm or en- 
ergy which they should have shown in this 
matter. The quotas everywhere should 
have been filled long ago; the States have 
had since April 23 te do it, Now that peace 
is in sight the work of mustering in volun- 
teers is progressing still more slowly, but 
the failure of these States to come to time 
is no less discreditable because of the peace 
prospects, If the Southern States had or- 
ganized the colored regiments which they 
could so easily have furnished these would 
now be invaluable as yellow fever immunes 
for sending to Cuba and relieving the brave 
boys who have borne the brunt of battle 
and invasion. There is no telling what sud- 
den need there may still be for some or all 
of these deiinquent regiments, and whether 
they are ever sent to the front or not the 
lack of energy shown by their incomplete 
condition will continue to be-a-discredit to 
the States in question. 

ALGER AND “TEDDY” ROOSEVELT. 

The contents of Colonel Theodoré (“ Ted- 
dy”) Roosevelt’s two letters to Secretary 
Alger and General Shafter in regard to the 
urgent necessity of sending the troops to 
some healthy place for recuperation from 
malarial and typhoid fevers sufficiently 
justified their prompt transmission. Thou- 
sands of the soldiers are afflicted with those 
fevers and other complaints, and the whole 
force is weakened and debilitated and con- 
sequently unfit for duty. Colonel Roose 
velt, finding that the surgeons in charge 
had utterly failed to prevent the alarming 
spread of fevers, and seeing that the men 
were no longer needed at Santiago, wrot« 
the following private letter to the Secretary 
of War about their condition and the need 
of a change to a more healthy location: 

Santiago, Cuba, July 23.—My Dear Mr. Secre- 
tary: I am writing with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of General Wheeler. We earnestly hope 
that you will send us—most of the regulars, and at 
any rate the cavalry division, including the Rough 
Riders, who are as good as any regulars and 
three times as good as any State troops—to Porto 
Rico. 

There are 1,800 effective men in the division. If 
those who were left behind were joined to those, 
we could land at Porto Rico in this cavalry di- 
vision close to 4,000 men, who would be worth 
easily any 10,000 National Guards armed with 
black powder, Springfieldsa, or other archaic 
weapons. Respectfully. 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


. After thinking over the contents of this 
letter for ten days Secretary Alger cabled 
the following reply:

It will be noticed this is no reply to what 
Colonel Roosevelt wanted done for the 
fever-stricken troops at Santiago. It was 
a demagogue’s tricky misconstruction of 
a sentence in the Colonel’s letter, and yet 
Secretary Alger had the effrontery to hand 
it to the reporter of the Associated Press 
for publication, Any one who is not stone 
blind can see that Colonel Roosevelt was 
not saying anything against the bravery of 
the volunteer soldiers. He was finding 
fault with their inferior old Spriugfield mus- 
kets and smoky powder, “archaic weap- 
ons,” as he called them. 

Finding that his appeal in behalf of the 
soldiers had no effect upon the lordly See- 
retary of War, Colonel Roosevelt wrote a 
letter addressed to General Shafter on the 
same subject, which in part is as follows: 

„Major General Shafter—Sir: In a meeting of 
the general and medical officers. called by you at 
the palace this morning, we were all, as you 
know, unanimous in view of what should be done 
with the army. To keep us here. in the opinion 
of every officer commanding a division or 4 
brigade, will simply involve the destruction of 
thousands. There is no possible reason for hot 
shipping practically the entire. command North 
at once. Yellow fever cases are few in the 
cavalry division, where I command one of the 
two brigades, and not one true case of yellow 
fever has occurred in this division except among 
the men sent to the hospital at Siboney. where 
they have, I believe, contracted it. But in this 
division there have been 1.500 cases of malarial 
fever. Not a man has died’ from it. but the whole 
command is so weakened and sv shattered as to 
be ripe for dying like sheep when à real yellow 
fever epidemie, instead of a fake epidemic like 
the present, strikes us. as it is bound to if we 
stay here at the height of the sickness season, 
August and the beginning of September. 

** Quarantine against malarial fever is much 
like quarantining against the toothache. All of 


us are certain, as soon as the authorities at Wash- 
ington fully appreciate the conditions of the 
army, to be sent home. If we are kept here it 
will, in all human probability, mean an appalling 
disaster, for the surgeons here estimate that over 
half the army, if kept here during the sickly sea- 
pon, will dfe. 
who have fought so bravely, and who have en- 
dured extreme hardship and danger so uncom- 
piainingly. go to destruction without striving. so 
far as lies in me, to avert a doom as fearful as it 
is unnecessary and undeserved. Yours, respect- 
fully, THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
Colonel commending First Brigade.” 

As soon as the President read these let- 
ters and discovered by them the pitiable 
condition of General Shafter’s army, he 
issued immediate orders for the removal 
of the fever-stricken men to Montauk 
Poiat, where the water is good, the air 
bracing, and all the surrqundings healtuy, 
When it became a t to Secretary 
Alger that the President and the army 
officers had moved in the matter, he is- 
sued bis tardy orders to remedy a situa- 
tion which he had known days before, and

What made 
him most widely known at home and abroad, 


however, was his erudite yet entertaining 


archeological romances, such as The 
Egyptian Princess, Uarda,“ Serapis,“ 
and many others. Ebers cannot be called a 
great novelist, yet he contributed many an 
entranced and profitable hour to the gen- 
eration now bearded and spectacied, not 
only in Genmany but in America as well, 
His work as a professor at Leipsic increased 
his naturally didactic bent of mind, and his 
novels were always loaded down with his- 
torical information which was valuable but 
not conducive of artistic strength. In his 
later years he became absolutely prosy, as, 
for instance, in “ Barbara Blomberg,” pub- 
lished a year or two ago; but his earlier 
romances still retain a charm that is espe- 
cially potent upon young readers of a studi- 
ous as well as a romantic turnofmind. His 
sixty-one years of life were active, indus- 
trious, and beneficent, and there are many 
thousands of Americans who will long speak 
‘his name with pleasure and think of his 
death with regret. 


MAXIM ON THE WAR’S LESSONS, 

Hiram Maxim, the American inventor of 
the Maxim rapid fire gun, which has won so 
many of England's battles, has been draw- 
ing some expert deductions from our great 
naval battles. He says the war has taught 
us that “a cruiser has no business with 
a battleship.” He might have added that 
a battleship which lacks speed cannot do 
business with a cruiser, either. He also 
remarks that torpedoes and torpedo boats 
have not proved as effective as many ex- 
perts expected. That is patting the case 
mildly. The utter fiasco of the torpedo 
boat in Spanish hands is one of the most 
amazing features of the war when viewed 
in the light of the direful predictions of 
European experts. Mr, Maxim might also 
have named among the chief lessons of 
the war the fact that all woodwork on 
warships must be fireproof, but he was 
evidently talking less as a naval expert 
than as an inventor and student of rapid- 
fire guns. 

As Mr. Maxim says, the war has taught 
us that future development must be in 
the direction of guns of higher power. 
The guns that can be depended upon to 
do the most execution are those which 
the projectile leaves at a high rate of 
speed, so that its trajeetory is fat. The 
shells from these guns may be depended 
upon to penetrate armor and to do the most 
havoe for their weight. Guns with a high- 
curve trajectory and a dropping fire are 
comparatively useless. Even the tremen- 
dous guncotton bombs of the Vesuvius have 
proved a disappointment, largely because 
they must be fired in this style and can- 
not be depended upon to hit anything small- 
er than a city. Mr. Maxim says: “ We 
don’t want another Vesuvius or Katahdin.” 
This is undoubtedly true, but in discard- 
ing the Vesuvius it should not be forgot- 
ten that its nightly earthquakes, hurled into 
the country around Santiago, undoubtedly 
had a great deal to do in terrifying the 
Spaniards and leading them to surrender to 
Shafter more easily than they otherwise 
would, The Vesuvius is a failure for hit- 
ting any particular fortification, but its 
moral power during a siege is tremendous. . 

To sum up this part of the subject, the 
war has been remarkable in that it has 
thrown into the background all new-fangled 
or experimental methods of warfare, and 
has pointed the way to succesa along ex- 
isting lines. The war has introduced no 
revolutionizing feature like the Monitor of 
the civil war. It has discouraged the use 
of high explosives, except in the ordinary 
long range penetrative shells. It has dis- 
counted all the fads of the experts and 
has emphasized the supreme importance 
of fast battleships, armed with high-power 
guns, provided with smokeless powder, and 
manned by skilled marksmen. 

Mr. Maxim is right when he says the 
war has shown that the man who can 
shoot straight is worth his weight in gold, 
Almost everything depends upon the man 
behind the gun, American gunners have 
shown themselves to be the best marks- 
men in the world, and one of the lessons 
of the war is that we should give the 
navy plenty of ammunition with which to 
keep in practice during peace times, The 
accuracy of our fire bas set the English- 
men themselves to wondering whether they 
could do as well. They and all the rest 
of Burope should be kept in that frame 
of mind from this day forth, by giving 
our gunners constant drill and preserving 
their present efficiency at its highest point. 

The high esteem in which the English 
have suddenly come to hold our navy is 
indicated in Mr, Maxim's statement that 
05 per cent of the English people are 
in favor of an understanding between the 
two countries, by which the United States 
would pay its share toward maintaining 
a powerful navy for the joint tse of the 
two countries, The United States will“ 
not care to go into any such scheme, but 
the compliment of such an invitation from 
the greatest naval power of the world is

At least 76 per cent of the com- 
mand had been down with malarial fever, 
from which they recover slowly and are in 
no condition to stand an attack of yellow 
feyer or dysentery. Placed here now in the 
condition in which they were when they 
came here I do not believe they would be in 
any particular danger. The regiment of im- 
munes that recently arrived is not suffering 
at all and I don’t believe they will. They 
can keep out of the sun, are well clothed, 

“What put my command in its present 
condition was the twenty days of the cam- 
paign when they had nothing but meat, 
bread, and coffee, without change of clothes, 


without any shelter whatever, and during 


the period twice as stormy as it has been 
since the surrender. Fresh troops reach 
here in the middle of August with g 
camps, good water, abundance of tentage— 
which they will tind here—need not appre- 
hend serious danger. I thank you for the 
high regard in which you hold my command 
and the value of the service they have ren- 
dered. It pays for all the suffering we have 
endured, I have read this to Generais

White House Conference. 


The issuance of the statement from Gen- 
eral Shafter was the sequence of a confer- 
ence held at the White House this afternoon 
between the President, Secretary Alger, and 
Secretary Long. It was felt that the state- 
ment made as to the condition of the troops 
at Sant might create a grave impression 
abroad. hile the statement as issued was 
brief, it occupied almost an hour in its con- 
sideration, it being felt that the utmost 
precaution was essential at the present 
stage of the negotiations between this coun- 
try and Spain, which had at first been felt 
to be impeded by the knowledge of the 
serious condition revealed in the appeal 
sighed by the officers there. The issuance 
of the statement was the result, and it 
peaks for itself. 


Shafter on Treatment of Invalids. 


General Shafter, in a report to the War 
department, emphatically denies that he is 
responsible for the inadequate provision 
made for the sick and wounded brought from 
Santiago de Cuba to the United States on 
the Seneca and Concho. Everything possi- 
ble, he says, was sent with the sick and 
wounded. The matter of shortage of water, 
he says, is inexcusable. He concludes his 
report as follows: 

“There is no excuse for lack of food, as 
there has at all times heen plenty of that. 
I have no doubt that many more were put. 
on the ships than should have been owing. 
to the great desire to get home, as they had 
the fear of yellow fever and were almost 
wholly without hospital accommodations. 

“The sick and wounded had only the 
clothing on that they wore into battle, and, 
of course, that was ragged and worn out 
by the time they reached home. There was 
none to issue to them at the time they left, 
and their own extra clothing they could not 
get at. There has never been a case of suf- 
fering here that could be remedied by the 
means at hand that was not atiended to. 
The surgeons have worked as well as any 
men that ever lived and their complaint has 
ey universal of lack of means and facili- 
tles.

MEDICAL MEN IN THE WRANGLE 


Captain and Assistant Surgeon Mun- 
son Makes a Formal Report on the 


Situation at Santiago. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg has received a report of con- 
ditions existing at Santiago in regard to 
medical supplies, transportation, and other 
features connected with the expedition to 
Santiago under Generai Shafter. The report 
explains what has been done by the medical 
department, and gives the disadvantages 
under which the department operated in 
Cuba. It is sent from Tampa by Captain and 
Assistant Surgeon Edward L. Munson, and 
is as follows: 

“In view of the recent charges made af- 
fecting the efficiency of the army medical 
department at Santiago, and especially with 
reference to the conditions prevailing on 
the hospital transports sent North with 
wounded, I have the honor to submit the 
following facts, believing that my position 
as Adjutant to the Chief Surgeon, Fifth 
Corps, and as the officer in charge of the 
outfitting of the hospital transports Iro- 
quois, Cherokee, and Breakwater, may pos- 
gibly give value to such report. 

“Drugs, medicines, 
ments, hospital tentage, and supplies were 
loaded on the transports at Tampa in 


the Santiago expedition. These supplies 
were divided up on the various vessels, each 
organization having its own equipment. 
While the bulk of the supplies was with the 
organized hospitals, each regimental! equip- 
ment was largely in excess of its needs, and 
was inteded to be called in to supplement, if 
necessary, the equipment of the hospitals, 


Medical Supplies Out of Reach. ~ 


& ‘The landing on Cuban soil was made as 
rapidly as possible, each organization 

companied by the medical attendance 

signed to it, and troops were pushed for- 
ward with no other equipment and supplies 
than could be carried by the soldier. Har- 
ing no means of transportation for even

Shafter’s Conduct, 


“ The exigency of the situation did not ap- 
parently appeal to the commanding General, 
and for two days the medical department 
was unable to get transportation of any 
kind to the chips or to the shore, although 
there were a large number of naval! launches 
and boats employed on various other duties. 
On the third day, by order of the Adjutant 
General, one row boat was turned over to 
the Medical department for the purposes 
above named, and at the same time an order 
‘was issued for land transportation to carry 


one six-mule team.’ On getting into this 
boat with supplies from the headquarters 
transport I was directed by sundry staff 
officers to take them on various errands, 
On. my refusal to recognize their authority 
the commanding General, who had appeared 
on the scene, personally revoked the previ- 
ous order, and directed, after the landing of 
the supplies already in the boat, that it 
should return without delay. Presenting 
the order for land transportations to the 
Quartermaster on shore I was informed that 
only pack mules had as yet been landed, 
that neither wagon nor harness had been 
brought ashore, and, finally, that the road 
was impassable for wagons. , 
“After this boat had been taken away 
the chief surgeon was without any means 
of communication with the medical officers 
on shore or still on transports, af finding 
out their wants or of remedying the many 
already known to him. This condition of 
things remained until after the fight at 
Las Guasimas, at which time there were ab- 
solutely no dressings, hospital tentage, or 
supplies of any kind on shore within reach of 
the surgeons already landed. The news of 
the fighting being reported to the chief 
surgeon he was finally able to get on board 
the Olivette, and send it to Siboney, where 
it received the wounded. Within the fol- 
lowing day or so the transports carrying 
the reserve and first divisional hospitais 
were found and unloaded of their hospital 
contents; the latter hospital finally obtain- 
ing Umited transportation to the front. 


Tardy Unloading of Medical Stores. 

„After a couple of days’ duty on board 
the Olivette I was directed to put the Iro- 
quois in condition to receive patients and to 
take the full capacity of the ship on board. 
While doing this I was able to set ashore 
considerable hospital tentage and supplies 
found aboard, and, having control of the 
boats, I was able to visit other transports 
in the harbor and land medical supplies from 
them. While subsequently outfitting the 
Cherokee and Breakwater, this work was 
continued as well as opportunity and limit- 
ed facilities permitted, getting supplies from 
perhaps a third of the transports composing 
the fleet. Outside of this it is believed that 
no other regimental medical property was 
ever unloaded up to the time of my departure 
with wounded on July 10. 

„ Appealing on several occasions for the 
use of a lighter or smal! steamer to collect 
and land medical supplies, I was informed 
by the Quartermaster’s department that 
they could render no assistance in that way, 
and the medical Wepartment was compelled 
to rely entirely upon its own energies and 
improvise its own transportation. I feel 
justified in saying that at the time of my de- 
parture large quantities of medical supplies, 
urgently needed on shore, still remained on 
transports, a number of which were under 
orders to return to fhe United States. 


Fixing the Blame. 

Had the medical department carried 
along double the amount of supplies it is 
difficult to see how, with the totally inade- 
quate land and water transportation pro- 
vided by the Quartermaster’s department, 
the lamentable conditions on shore could 
have been in any way improved. 

With regard to the Red Cross society, it 
would seem as if the lofty purposes of this 
organigation were, on the Santiago expedt- 
tion, subverted to individual interests. 
While at Tampa the Red Cross ship State 
of Texas was formally placed under the 
control of the chief surgeon, Fifth Corps, 
by Dr. Egan, the representative of the so- 
clety, he acting under telegraphic instruc- 
tions to that effect. Colonel Pope accepted 
this offer and directed that the State of 
Texas accompany the expedition of General 
Shafter to its destination. Although this 
order was fully understood by Dr. Egan, the 
State of Texas did not accompany the expe- 
dition, nor did it arrive at Siboney until the 
forces had been landed, a battle fought, and 
our hospitals established and in working 
order. The first offers of aid made by this 
society dealt largely in generalities and 
manifested reluctance to subordinate the 
organisation to the medical department. 
Too much praise cannot be given to the in- 
dividual efforts of Dr. Lesser and the Red 
Cross nurses. Their work was untiring and 
unselfish and the assistance rendered by 
them was of great value. | 

In conclusion it is desired to emphasize 
the fact that the lamentable conditions pre- 
vailing in the army before Santiago were 
due to the military necessity which threw 
troops on shore and away from the possi- 
bility of supply without médicines, Instru- 
ments, , or hospital stores of any 
kind.” 


JOINT WORK OF ARMY AND NAVY 


Admiral Sampson Tells of His Efforts 
to Assist General Shafter in 
Taking Santiago. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—A great 
of light is thrown upon the relations between 
the army and navy during that critical 
period just preceding the surrender of Santi- 
ago by the following extracts from Admiral 
Sampson's report, dated July 15, which is 
now made public by the Navy department: 
on July 1 a demonstration was made by 
a Michigan volunteer regiment at Agua- 
dores, under command of General Duffield. 
The New York, Gloucester, and Suwanee 
moved up at the request of the army to 
assist In an attack, which was to begin at 
daylight, but the troops, which came by rail, 
did not arrive until 9:20. 

„The small river San Juan cuts through 
a deep defile and is spanned by an iron rail- 
road bridge. There is an ancient fort near

Some sixteen or twenty of the enemy had 
been counted while waiting for the troops, 
but disappeared when the ships began firing.

A corner of the fort was knocked off by the 
shells of the navy and the flagstaff shot 
away. Desultory firing was kept up be- 
tween our troops and the Spanish, the troops 
returning to Siboney about half past 10. 
„On the evening of July 1 the Admiral 
was advised by General Shafter that the 
army would essault at daylight on the 2d, 


and the navy was requested to keep up a fire 


at the batteries on the bluff, The squadron 
consequently closed in early on the morning 
of the 2d and kept up a vigorous fire for two 
hours, but.the attack proposed by Genera] 
Shafter did not take place on that date. 

„ The Reina Mercedes was sunk by the 
Spaniards #0 us to obstruct the ships. Ex- 
tensive shore batteries existed, and if 
smaller vessels had been sent in and sunk 
by the mines or batteries the harbor would 
have been effectually closed against us. 


Importance of Batteries. 

„It was essential to the new scheme of 
attack on the combined forces that the 
position occupied by the eastern and west- 
ern batteries should be carried, and this 
was the scheme of action first proposed 
by General Shafter on the day of his 
arrival, It was at that time explained 
to him that it was of primary importance 
that these points should first be carried, as 
their possession insured the destruction of 
the mines, the entrance of heavy ships to 
the harbor, and the assault on Cervera’s 
fleet: This was heartily consented to by 
General Shafter, who stated that the en- 
trance to the harbor was the key to the 
situation. This was repeated in his inter- 
view with General Garcia at Acerraderos. 

“It had been the Admiral's desire to do 
everything possible to coöperate with Gen- 
eral Shafter. Such an attack ag that pro- 
posed by the General was in complete ac- 
cord with the views held by the Admiral 
and discussed with his staff. 

“It was proposed to bring up the marines 
from Guantanamo, and add them to the 
marines of the squadron, thus making a 
force of nearly a thousand men which might 
be landed either at the fot of the Morro 
in Estralla Cove, to assault the Morro, or 
to the westward for the purpose of assault- 
ing the west battery; at the same time 
deteching a force of two or three thousand 
men from the army and proceeding by 
Aguadores, occupy the ground between the 
Morro and that just to the northward of it. 


Plan a Bombardment. 


A visit to General Shafter was arranged, 
but the Admiral being ill his chief of staff 
went instead. The following arrangement 
was made: 

„Camp Near San Juan River, Cuba, July 
6, 1898.—Minutes of a conversation between 
Captain Chadwick of the navy, representing 
Admiral Sampson, and Genera) Shafter: 

“That a long-continued bombardment be 
made of Santiago from the sea with the 
heavier guns of the fleet, the fleet firing 
slowly and continually during, say, twenty- 
four hours, at the rate of one shell every 
five minutes, excepting one hour, and then 
at the rate of one every two minutes. This 
refers to eignt-inch and thirteen-inch shells, 
If this be not sufficient to bring the enemy 
to terms, that an assault be arranged on the 
Socapa battery, using marines and the Cu- 
ban forces under General Cebreco, and an 
effort made to enter the harbor with some of 

the smaller ships of the squadron. This at- 
tack to be made upon knowing the result 
of a second demand made upon the com- 
manding officer of the Spanish forces for the 
surrender of the place, stating to him the 
conditions that surround him, destruction of 
the Spenish fleet, etc., etc., and the number 
of forces opposed to him. To give him time 
to consider this matter, the date of the 
bombardment is fixed at noon of the 9th, 
unless he positively refuses to consider at 
all, when it will be begun at such time as is 
convenient to ourselves. General Shafter 
will furnish a correct map showing where 
his lines will be surrounding the city and 
also open telegraphic communication by the 
way of Siboney down to near Aguadores to 
give information as to the falling of shots.“ 


‘Shafter to Toral. 
The following correspondence is given out

The General in Chief Commanding the 
Spanish Forces, Santiago de Cuba— Sir: In 
view of the events of the 3d inst. I have the 
honor to lay before your Excellency certain 
propositions to which I trust your Excei- 
lency will give the consideration which in 
my opinion they deserve. 

I inclose a bulletin of the engagement 
of Sunday morning, which resulted in the 
complete destruction of Admiral Cervera’s 
fleet, the loss of 600 of his officers and men, 
and the capture of the remainder. The 
Admiral, General Paredes, and all others 
who escaped alive are now prisoners on 
board the Harvard and St. Louis, and the 


latter ship, in which are the Admiral, Gen- 


eral Paredes, and the surviving Captains 
(all except the Captain of the Almirante 
Oquendo, who was slain), has already sailed 
for the United States. If desired by you 
this may be confirmed by your Excellency 
sending an officer under a flag of truce to 
Admiral Sampson, and he can arrange to 
visit the Harvard, which will not sail until 
tomorrow, and obtain the details from Span- 
ish officers and men aboard that ship. 

“Our fleet is now perfectly free to act, 
and I have the honor to state that unless a 
surrender be arranged by noon of the 9th 
inst. a bombardment of the city will be 
begun and continued with the heavy guns 
of our ships. The city is within easy range 
of these guns, the eight-inch being — 
course much farther. The ships can 80 lie 
that with a range of 8,000 yards they can 
reach the center of the city.

MEMBERS OF THE FIRST ARE RE- 
GAINING THEIR HEALTH. 


Brandt, Miller, Gillespie, , and 
Others Who Came on the Concho Are 
Almost Well Again, Some of Them 
Being Able to Leave for Their Homes 
—Gillespie Relates His Experience 
for “ The Tribune Hard Usage for 
Sick Men. 


— — 


New York, Aug. 8— 8 Privates 
W. A. Brandt and 8. H. Miller, Company M. 


| First Illinois, who were brought by the 


Concho and landed here in quarantine, were 
discharged as well Governor's Island 
today. They were landed on Governor's 
Island on Sunday from Fort Wadsworth. 
Brandt went to Chicago tonight, while 
Miller left for Pennsylvania, where he has 
relatives and where he will recuperate. 
Both are much !mproved in health and ap- 
pearance since Sunday night a week ago 
when they were prisoners on board the 
mismanaged Concho, used up with sickness 
and foul surroundings. They visited the 
New York office of Tus CHICAGO TRIBI'NE, 
looked over the home papers of the last 
week, and spoke in satisfactory terms of 
the government's treatment since they were 
taken off the Concho. They will be com- 
pelled to report here again in twenty days to 
their regiment, as they only have a furlough. 
Private Casper, J. E. Brooks, 8. W. Fow- 
ler, and A. Gilbertof the First Illinois, who 
came in the Concho with Miller and Brandt, 
are all improving rapidly and will be able 
to return to Chicago soon. Casper suffered 
a slight relapse after being taken to Fort 
Wadsworth, but is mending rapidly now. 


Gillespie Relates His Experience. 


Gillespie, who has been confined at Fort 
Wadsworth Hospital since last Tuesday, 
since which time he has been unable to see 
or talk with any one, was pronounced much 
better today. He was able to sit up and 
write — — experiences for TAI TRIBUNE. 
They follow: 

Fort Wadsworth Hospital, Staten Island, 
Aug. 8, 1808.—In reply to your message of 
the Ist asking for information about the 
First Regiment, will say that after quite a 
delightful trip, except for the boys that 
became sea sick, the First Regiment ar- 
rived and landed at Siboney Sunday, July 
10. The last were unloaded about 3 o'clock, 
when the march to the front began. Pre- 
vious to starting, however, details from 
each company were selected to make a new 
company to guard the yellow fever camp. 
Of course these boys did not like being left 
behind at all, especially on such duty. 

The regiment marched until about 7 


their delicate repast and stretched them 
selves out to sleep, but every one slept with 
one eye open. When one of those large 
land crabs (pecullar to Cuba) would run 
across the road about a dozen heads would 
bob up and ask what that was. But the 
boys could not be blamed, for these same 
crabs are as large as Kansas jack rabbits 
and make as much noise asaman. Reveille 
was at 4 o’clock next morning, and the boys 
reached the firing line by 9 o’clock but did 
mot go into the trenches until 12 o'clock. 
The Spanish were in their trenches also, 
and the only firing done was when a head 
would get too high. 

The First Regiment were not allowed to 
fire their Springfield rifles because of the 
smoke they made. The flag of truce,” 
however, went up the following day, and on 
the 16th of July was the surrender of San- 
tlago. The boys had about three days’ ra- 
tions with them on the march from Siboney 
to the front, and hunger was staring them in 
the face real hard when the Only Teddy 
Roosevelt came to their rescue. He has 
been promoted since, and if ever he runs for 
a national office he can bank on the votes 
from the First. 

The heavy rain made it impossible for a 
wagon to get through.. The boys’ first night 
in the trenches will be a memorable one, for 
it rained all night, and kept it up more or less 
for three days, making it impossible for the 
boys to get dry. It was indeed surprising 
to see how happy every one seemed through 
it all. The only death at the time of my 
leaving was that of Daniel Stone of Com- 
pany D. Wiliam Shepard of Company C 
has been ii] with typhoid fever, but is get- 
ting along nicely, and will be home as soon 
as able to travel alone. Samuel Fowler of 
Company C had yellow fever, as did anotner 
by the name of Schneider, whose recovery 
I was told was doubtful. Fowler, however, 


is improving slowly but surely. 
. Sickness Is General. 


Colonel Turner was made an Acting Brig- 
adier General shortly after the regiment ar- 
rived, and Lieutenant Colonel Laugman, of 
course, became our Colonel. The boys all 
seem to like him immensely in his new posi- 
tion, too. He no doubt will make a good 
Colonel. The First Regiment is by far the 
healthiest regiment in Cuba today. The 
Michigan regiments are suffering the most. 
More evidence of our city dude standing 
more than the farmers. I candidly believe 
one-third of the entire army in Cuba to be 
sick today if the truth were known. Cap- 
tain Roberts and Lieutenant Walls, two sur- 
geons of the First, have been transferred 
to other posts in the Fifth Army Corps, leav- 
ing all of the work of the regiment for Major 
Willard.

The First Regiment was moved to General 
Shafter’s headquarters July 20, which I 
think is an honor, but cannot say positively, 
I being sick at Siboney at the time. 

One of ths most interesting spectacles one 
ever beheld was the return of the Cubans 
into Santiago after the surrender. They had 
been partly driven and frightened from their 
homes in Santiago, and were scattered all 
over the country thereabouts. These were 
young, middle-aged, and old, all carrying 
their earthly possessions on their heads tied 
in clothes, varying in size from a napkin to 
a table cloth, and they all carried their load 
with the greatest ease, dexterity, and precis- 
ion. The most pitiful sight was an old wom- 
an of 60 or more, almost dead from hunger, 
being supported by two other women, equal- 
ly as old and almost as sick. I am sure the 
one never reached Santiago alive. Others 
were jubilant over the affair and shouted 
“ America—America, Libre, America.

But William calls attention to the fact that 
the decision: of the King of Saxony’s tribunal 
of arbitration relates merely to the right of 
Count Ernest Lippe to the regency and to the 
succession, but that it does not take into con- 
sideration or determine in any way the 
status of the children of Count Ernest. 

It may be remembered that the objection 
originally made to the present Regent was in 
consequence of one of his ancestresses hav- 
ing been a lady who was merely of noble 
birth, and who did not belong to any of the 
sovereign or mediatized houses of Europe. 
That point was settled in a favorable sense 
to the Regent by the arbitrators. The objcc- 
tion now raised by the Emperor, and by his 
brother-in-law, Prince Adolphe, is against 
the rights of the Regent's sons to the suc- 
cession of the throne of Lippe on the ground 
that their maternal grandmother was a 
woman of American birth, and not even of 
nobillary origin. 


— 

I have made some inquiries, and I find 
that the mother of the Regent's consort was 
the daughter of a New York German-Amer- 
ican merchant of the name of Halbach- 
Bohlen, that is to say, of a full-fledged Amer- 
fean citizen, and that she married on this 
side of the Atlantic Count Leopold Wartenr- 
leben. In fact, the wife of the Regent of 
Lippe seems to have been born in the United 
States before her parents’ return to Ger- 
many. . 

It is for this reason that the sons of the 
Regent are regarded at Berlin as barred 
from the succession, and it is on this ac- 
count, too, that the Emperor has given 
orders to the commander of the Prussian 
troops stationed in the principality, that 
while they may give the salute to the Re- 
gent himself, they must not accord this 
form of military courtesy either to the Re- 
gent's wife or sons, who can only be re- 
garded as morganatic. 

Of course, this reopens the entire ques- 
tion, though it is difficult to see in what way 
it can possibly concern Emperor William, 
whosd interference in the matter can only 
be viewed in the light of a piece of presump- 
tion. Indeed, he has already prejudiced his 
position in connection therewith by receiv- 
jng at the court of Berlin, with all royal 
honors, both Prince Frederick of Saxe- 
Meiningen and his wife, who happens to be 
a daughter of the Regent of Lippe. 

Now, if the sons of the latter are morgan- 
atic, it is evident that the daughters must 
labor under the same disadvantage, and 
could not share the royal honors, preroga- 
tives, or titles of any Prince of the blood 
whom them might marry. Yet the Kaiser 
has recognized the Regent's eldest daugh- 
ter as full-fledged Princess Frederick of 
Saxe-Meiningen, ent!tled to share her hus- 
band’s royal honors, and, likewise, to share 
his throne when he succeeds thereto. 


Prince Frederick, by the bye, is the third 
son of the now reigning Duke of Saxe- 
Meiningen. The latter's eldest son, Prince 
Bernard, is married to the Kaiser’s eldest 
sister, Charlotte, and has no son, but only 
a daughter, Princess Feodore, now about 
to marry Prince Reuss. 

The second scn, Prince Ernest, abandoned 
his rights of succession to his father’s 
throne in order to marry a charming and 
lovely girl of Hebrew parentage, a daugh- 
ter of the well-known Bavarian author, 
Dr. William Jensen. 

Some time ago the Legislature of the 
Duchy of Saxe-Meiningen, with the object of 
averting any difficulties and disputes in con- 
nection with the succession to the ducal 
throne, passed a law vesting the succession 
in the children of Prince Frederick. Em- 
peror William did not dream of interfering 
or of raising any objections, although his 
ties of relationship with the reigning fam- 
fly of Saxe-Meiningen are close. He has 
absolutely no ties of this kind with the reign- 
ing house of Lippe, and under the circum- 
stances it is difficult to understand his status 
in the affair. 

Let me add that this is not the only plece 
‘of Prussian encroachment upon the rights 
and prerogatives of the minor States of the 
confederation known as the German Em- 
pire that has recently taken place. 

Some time ago the Grand Duke of Hesse 

started wéaring an undress uniform of white 
duck during the hot summer weeks, and 
authorized the military officers of bis court 
and likewise of the several regiments form- 
ing the Hessian contingent of the German 
army to do likewise. 
Suddenly a message was received from the 
Emperor by the Prussian General in com- 
mand of the Hessian contingent conveying 
peremptory orders against the officers wear- 
ing the white coats, owing to these not hav- 
ing been authorized by the Emperor as com- 
mander in chief of the German army. 

This message was sent over the head and 
without any regard for the Grand Duke, 
who was entirely ignored in the matter, al- 


though the regiments as well as their offi- 


cers are all Hessian subjects, paid by the 
Hessian exchequer, and that the fact of 
their being under the command of a Prus- 
sian General is merely a piece of usurpa- 
tion on the part of the Berlin War depart- 
ment. 

If it is true, as I hear, that M. Neyt is 
about to receive the appointment of Belgian 
Envoy to the United States, Washington 
society can be congratulated on a most 
desirable acquisition. M. Neyt has until 
now held the post of Minister Plenipoten- 
tlary at Constantinople, where he has been 
renowned as the wittiest member of the 
diplomatic corps. 

His bon mots and his epigrams have been 
one of the principal sources of entertain- 
ment of foreign and even of Turkish society 
on the shores of the Bosphorus, and by 
his brilliancy and personal qualities he won 
for himself, and incidentially for the nation 
which he represented, a degree of prestige 
and importance which he could never have 
hoped to attain by sole reason of his status 
as Envoy of the tiny Kingdom of Beigium. 

At the time of the Armenian massacres 
two years ago he was the only foreign 
representative who ventured to give public 
expression to his sentiments of horror, and 
he even went as far as to take the Sultan 
to task with so much indignation in his 
utterances that the Commander of the 
Faithful finally rose from his seat and 
rushed from the audiance-room, crying, 
“ Kiafi, Klafl,“ which may be translated. 
“For God's sake stop.“ : 

Ever since then the Sultan has been en- 
deavoring to obtain the recall of this too 
plain spoken diplomat, who is reported to 
have talked to him as he had never been 
talked to before in his life. 

But it is only now that King Leopold, who 
has some axes to grind in Turkey in con- 
nection with Ottoman government con- 
tracts, has seen fit to yield to the wishes 
of his brother sovereign, whom Gladstone 
used to describe as The Great Assassin.“

But the exercise of that capacity did not 
produce in him that ossification to which 
rich men’s hearts are so liable. He retained 
@ warm, human interest in his fellow-man, 
whether that man ‘were millionaire or 
pauper. He has been called the Czar of 
the Scavengers by those who considered 
his outspoken championship of demagogy, 


but there was surely much of the old Roman 


about the man. 
Mr. Sutro’s greatest work was the con- 


serving, planning, and executing of the 


Sutro tunnel, by which the great mining 
properties about Virginia City, Nev., were 
made to yield big revenues. 

The project was a gigantic one, and only 
a man possessed of the most indomitable 
will’ power and perseverence could have 
carrled it to a successful conclusion. In 
1860 he visited the Comstock lode, and a 
letter to the San Francisco Alta, written 
April 30, shows that he had already con- 
ceived the great enterprise that made him 
wealthy. 

At a point four miles from Virginia City, 
where the Carson Valley approaches near- 
est the mines, he purposed to start his tun- 
nel. Five million dollars was the estimat- 
ed cost and three years the time to complete 
the work. 

In the fall of 1864 Mr. Sutro applied to the 
Nevada State Legislature for right of way. 
On June 28, 1865, the franchise asked for 
was granted and the bill was signed by the 
Governor Feb, 28, following. Soon an as- 
sociation was formed and known as the 
Sutro Tunnel company, of which the Hon. 
William Stewart, United States Senator 
from Nevada, was President. 

To raise the money required to construct 
the tunnel was the next step in the pro- 
gram. William C. Ralston, then cashier of 
the Bank of California, was a warm support- 
er of the enterprise, and brought his great 
influence to bear upon the mine-owners to 
sign a contract agreeing to pay the Sutro 
Tunnel company $2 per ton on all ore ex- 


tracted after the tunnel was completed. 
Success After Much opposition. 


Some of the companies, however, refused 
to sign this agreement, and, to make it 
binding upon all alike, Congress was peti- 
tioned for a perpetual right of way, together 
with other rights and privileges. Such men 
as Horace Greeley, Thad Stevens, and Bev- 
erly Johnson were drawn to his support, and 
in the end he triumphed. The manner in 
which he prosecuted the work, overcoming 
every obstacle, obtaining the necessaty 
funds for its prosecution when it seemed 
almost hopeless to do so; the perseverance 
which he showed in gaining concessions 
from Congress, and the unbounded faith 
which he had in the ultimate success of the 
enterprise were characteristic of the man. 

When the tunnel was completed its projec- 
tor was a millionaire. With his usual busi- 
ness sagacity, he sold all of his stock at the 
moment it reached its highest value in the 
market, and with the proceeds purchased 
about 2,000 acres of sand dunes and cliff 
along the ocean beach, west of this city. It 
was in 1879, when.the Kearney riots had 
almost destroyed the value of real estate, 
and he bought almost for a song what is now 
worth millions. 

The famous cliff house, overlooking Seal 
rocks, is located on this property. On a 
high point, overlooking the ocean and the 
Golden Gate, he made his home, at what 
is known as Sutro Heights, and by persist- 
ent skill he transformed a barren sandhill 
into a paradise, abounding in lawns, flowers, 
trees, statuary, and drives,,and opened this 
big garden to the public. For many years 
Mr. Sutro traveled abroad, and spent the 
greater part of his time in collecting curios, 
bric-&-brac, and rare books for his library 
of over half a million volumes and rare 
manuscripts. His intention of presenting it, 
with the beautiful Sutro Heights, to the 
public, was never carried out. 


Fight for Five-Cent Fares. 


For many years he tried in vain to in- 
duce the Market street railway company to 
give a five-cent fare from the ferry to his 
cliff house property. Any other man would 
have quietly accepted defeat. He organized 
@ company, and at an expense of nearly 
half a millon dollars built an electric line of 
his own. and operated it. Then the com- 
peting companies were compelled to give the 
rate demanded. He never stopped at ex- 
pense in improving his properties. When 
he concetved a salt-water bath at the cliff 
house he decided to invest a few thousand 
dollars in the enterprise. Before the great 
work was completed t had cost him nearly 
half a million dolle | 

His opposition to the corporations and the 
public spirit b had shown in his various 
enterprises made him the popular candidate 
for Mayor-of San Francisco in 1894, and as 
the nominee of the People’s party he was 
elected dy an overwhelming majority. He 
entered upon the duties of his office vigorous 
in mind and body, but the weight of public 
apni private cares soon broke him down, and 
re retired shattered in health and weakened 
in mind. In February of this year his men- 
tality had become so impaired that he was 
unable to attend to even the slightest de- 
tails of his business.

Brigadier Succumbs to Typhoid Con- 
tracted While in Camp at 
2 Chickamauga. 


Asheville, N. C., Aug. 8.—Brigadier General 
John S. Poland died here today of fever 
contracted at Chickamauga. General Po- 
land came to Asheville several days ago with 
the hope of recovery from the attack of 
typhoid fever, but despite the efforts of the 
doctors his disease proved beyond control. 
Mrs. Poland and their son and daughter 
were here when death came, and they, with 
Lieutenant Wrenn of General Poland’s staff 
today accompanied the remains to Wester- 
ivy I., where the interment will take 


ce. 

Washington, P. C., Aug. 8.—The War de- 
partment today received notification of the 
death of Brigidier General John & Poland 
of typhoid fever at Asheville, N. C., this 
morning. He was born at Princeton, Ind., 
Oct. 14, 1836, and was graduated from West 
Point in 1861 and assigned to the Second In- 
fantry. He was promoted to First Lieuten- 
ant July 6, 1861, Captain July 27, 1862, and 
rose to his present grade of Colonel Seven- 
teenth United States Infantry Aug. 1, 1891. 
He was appointed Brigadier General of 


volunteers May 14,' 1898. 7 


His first active service was in the Ma- 
nassas campaign of July, 1861, being in the 
battle of Bull Run. The other battles in 
which he participated were the siege of 
Yorktown, Gaines Mill, Malvern Hill, Ma- 
nassas, Antietam, Shepardstown, Freder- 
icksburg, Chancellorsville, and Gettysburg, 
and was engaged in the defense of the cap- 
ital against General Early’s raiders. For 
gallant and meritorious services at the bat- 
tles of Antietam, Shepardstown, and Fred- 
erickshurg he was made brevet Major and 
was made brevet Lieutenant Colonel at the 
battle of Chancellorsville. 

At the outbreak of the present war he was 
in command at Columbus Barracks. O., po 
promptly offered his services; and at the 
time of his death was Brigadier General 
commanding the Second Divisioa, First 
Army Corps, at Chickamauga Park, Ga. 
General Poland was an able and zealous 
officer and conscientious in the discharge of 
every duty. 

His standing in the army was of the hig 
est, his fellow-officers considering him pos- 
sessed of a high order of ability and discre- 
tion, specially adapting him to perform im- 
portant duties requiring capacity, profes- 
sional zeal, and good judgment.

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DIES FROM BANK CRASH. 


WILLIAM E. WISDOM’S PASSING DUE 
TO THE SPALDING FAILURE. 


Highly Educated English Gentleman 
Expires at the County Insane Asy- 
‘lum, His Mind Having Been Affected 
‘by the Loss of $6,000 in the Globe 
Institution—His Struggles to Gain a 
Livelihood in America End in a 
Tragedy—Once Head Master at Kent, 


— 


William E. Wisdom died at the County In- 
sane Asylum late on Saturday night. A 
graduate of Oxford, once head master of the 
East Kent College in Kent, England, a 
scholar, and a splendid type of the cultured 
English gentleman, his death in a hospital 
for the insane is the close of another tragedy 
that came out of the failure of the Globe 
Savings Bank. 

Among the various sums of other peoples’ 
money that Charles W. Spalding, the Presi- 
dent of the bank, juggled with was some 
$6,000 that represented seven years of the 
most unflagging labor and rigid economy on 
the part of Mr. Wisdom. This money the 
scholar had put aside for his wife and chil- 
dren, and when he saw it swept away he 
became subject to fits of gloom. These seri- 
ously affected his mind. About a month ago 
his condition became such that his physi- 
cians ordered him removed to the ten- 
tion Hospital and later to the County In- 
sane Hospital. 


Known as a Rhetorician. 


_, In Chicago Mr. Wisdom was best known as 
an authority on grammar and rhetoric. His 
arguments on disputed grammatical points 
were read and commented upon. For

the last three years he had been principal of 
the South Side Grammar School, 191 Thirty- 
second street. He took an interest in politics 
and made many speeches during the last 
Presidential campaign. He was a warm ad- 
vocate of gold, and his speeches, several 
of which were forwarded to President Mc- 
Kinley, brought letters from the latter 
warmly thanking him for the work he had 
accomplished. 

Mr. Wisdom never would accept public 
office of the ordinary political kind, or he 
might have secured one under the present 
administration. He wanted to be a Chicago 
Civil Service commissioner and applied for 
the position last fall. He did not regard 


+ this as a political position, but one which 


offered the best opportunities for a man 
who wished to do the greatest public good. 
He was urged at one time to seek election 
as Alderman from his ward, but refused, 
saying he was an honest man and could not 
live on $3 a week. 

Mr. Wisdom’s career in America was sin- 
gularly unhappy. He came here a ripened 
scholar in the prime of life and with a future 
full of promise. In his native country he 
had already accomplished much and his 
work had not gone without. appreciation. 
His father, a wealthy manufacturer of 
Northampton, had given him every educa- 
tional advantage, and he had won a Queen's 
scholarship, which is given every year to 
the one who passes the highest entrance 
examination. He completed the course at 
Oxford, became head master at East Kent, 
and in politics was recognized as a power- 
ful thinker and convincing speaker. He 
was honored by being invited many times to 
speak with Disraeli from the same platform. 


His Struggles in a Strange Land. 
When preparations were in progress for 
the World’s Fair Mr. Wisdom deaided to 
come to America. He located in Chicago 
and then began a time of hard struggles 
for the unknown scholar in a strange land. 
He finally laid aside his books and tried 
business. He did not do well in real estate, 
which he first tried. 

Then he became connected with a catering 
company, but he once plaintively said: “ My 
heart isn’t in the job,“ and he retired from 
that. When he started the South Side Gram- 
mar School in Thirty-second street he 
seemed to have come back to his own. His 
success was marked and his school took 
high rank among the preparatory institu- 
tions of the city. 
out, getting a snug sum of money together, 
and when not busy with school duties wrote 
articles for various papers on grammatical] 
and rhetorical questions. He also wrote 
political essays and delivered campaign 
speeches. 

‘Then came the downfall of Spalding and 
his bank, the loss of Mr. Wisdom’s savings, 
the prospect of renewed hardships for his 
family, the fits of gloom and depression, 
and finally the insane asylum and death. 

Mr. Wisdom was 43 years old. He lefta 
widow and four children living at 191 Thirty- 
second street.

AS SEEN BY LONDON WRITERS. 


Criticism of English War Correspond- 
ents on Our Commissary Depart- 
ment and Other Things. 


New York, Aug. 8—Two London corre- 
spondents have arrived from Santiago on 
the transport Alamo and are quartered at 
the Hotel Martin. They are George Lynch 
of the London Chronicle and Seppings 
Wright of the Illustrated London News. 
Mr. Lynch tells something of his impres- 
sions of the campaign. 

The Alamo, Hke some other transports 
sent North, was, he said, ill-provided with 
food supplies, and totally lacked comforts 
for the sick. When the Alamo arrived at 
Newport News there were but three days’ 
supplies left on board. After some delay 
here the assistant of the port doctor came 
out and made a most perfunctory examina- 
tion of the ship and its passengers. 

One of the sick men died—a sailor. The 
body was hung over the side in a wooden 
box resting in a lowered boat. It was there 
for nearly forty-eight hours, when the odor 
became unbearable, but no one on shore 


d 


would visit the boat nor were any orders re- 


ceived. Finally Mr. Lynch telegraphed to 
the Secretary of War and to the Quartermas- 
ter General, asking that the ship be ordered 
to some port where the ordinary laws of 
civilization prevailed. Shortly after orders 
came to go to sea and bury the dead. 

Continuing, Mr. Lynch said that during 
the forty-eight hours not a pound of sup- 
Plies was neceived from the government 
sources, or any source, except some sent 
to the officers of the ships by personal 
friends. 

While he praised the conduct of the men 
im the ranks, Mr. Lynch had no praise for 
the commissary and quartermaster depart- 
ment officials. During the Ashantee cam- 
paignm, Mr. Lynch said, ice was carried 
with an English column which penetrated 
170 miles in from the coast, yet at Siboney, 
on the coast, our men, used to drinking ice 
water, were without a pound of ice, and 
even the hospitals had nothing but warm 
water. 


The food for the men fighting at the front 


was hardtack and black coffee, and the sick 
and wounded had but little else. When the 
18,000 refugees from Santiago arrived at 
Sibomey there was not enough food, except 
to give them one bard cracker apiece, and 


Mr. Lynch said he had some photographs 


of the men and women struggling in the 
flercest mianner for this cracker as it was 
8 out between the iron bars of a win- 

W. 

“It was a campaign in which the men 
were the Generals,“ said Mr. Lynch 
* Shafter’s original plan was not followed, 
and the impetuosity of the men drove the 
Spaniards back and forced the American 
lines to within yards of Santiago. The 
Tenth Cavalry and the Rough Riders were 
most daring.”’ 

When asked if the victory would have 
been as overwhelming if the Americans were 
confronted with troops of another more 
highly trained nationality, say Germany, 
Mr. Lynch said he would not back the Ger- 
mans against such troops as the Amefican 
regular and the Rough Riders. He said the 
stories of cowardice on the part of the Sev- 
enty-first Regiment were untrue. 

The correspondent said that one of the 
most tragic features of the campaign was 
the disappearance of the missing men. What 
became of them—there were eighty-one in 
all—will probably never be known. Mr. 
Lynch’s opinion is that they were wounded 
while fighting in the tall grass and were 
overlooked, and, unable to help themselves, 
died from loss of blood and starvation. ; 

The body of one man was seen by the cor- 
respondem half way back to the hospital, 
where he had crawled until hig strength 
failed. He had seated himself utider a tree. 
and died with the photograph of his wife in 
one hand and that of his children in the 
other. On the American fighting lines the 
correspondent said there was a total ab- 
sence of what is known in the English serv- 
ice as a bearer corps, which searches for the 
wounded on the firing line and hurries the 
injured to the hospital. 8

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS, 


GULF BOADS AGAIN COMPETING FOR 
— 

War with Spain Rapidly Ceasing to Be 
an Impediment te Their Export 
Business—Economies in Lake Trans- 
fers of Grain Crowding Northern 
4 Lines—Baltimore and Ohio Annual 
Report Favorably Commented Upon 

in Financial Circles. 


The impediment caused to the export bust- 
ness via the gulf roads by the war with 
Spain is fast disappearing and this competi- 
tion is agaim becoming a factor in the east- 
bound transportation problem. The large 
grain elevators built at Buffalo by the Great 
Northern and at Erie, Pa., by Chicago grain 
men are likely to permanently reduce the 
cost of transfer at those points and thus help 
the lake trade as against the gulf routes. It 
is stated that transfer charges have been re- 
to 2% and it is even 

aimed that t charge in some 
been wholly absorbed. 

The cheapening ot the through rate by lake 
may benefit the Western lines terminating 
at Chicago, but on the rallroads east of Chi- 
cago it has just the contrary effect. Whether 


the lake lines will regain their old advan- 


tages in the east-bound grain traffic is still 
an open question. With the greatly reduced 
lake rates, made possible by using larger 
vessels, the immediate outlook is for a more 
persistent struggle than for some years past. 
The Vanderbilt lines continue to cut down 
expenses by consolidating interests of the 
various lines, wherever it can be done with- 
out seriously affecting the service. 
practical consolidation of the various fast 
freight lines operating over the Vanderbilt 
lines, or in other words establishing joint 
agencies at all points except New York and 
Chicago, will cause a saving of at least 40 
per cent in the expenses for the operation of 
those lines. Nearly one-half of the agents 
and employés of the lines affected will be 
thrown out of employment. , 


East-Bound Shipments Grow. 

Through and export shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago last week 
by the ten east-bound roads amounted to 
29,129 tons, against 27,150 tons for the week 
previous, and 44,337 tons for the correspond- 
ing week last year. It will be noticed that 
the east-bound roads do not carry nearly as 
much business now as they did at this time 
last year. There is an improved demand for 
corn both in the East and in Europe, but 
most of it goes by the lake lines, as the lat- 
ter quote much lower rates. The railroads, 
however, expect to be able to show an im- 
proved tonnage this week, quite a large 
movement of flour having commenced. Some 
of the roads it is claimed are carrying this 
flour at cut rates. If this turns out to be 
correct, all the other roads will again resort 
to rate-cutting, not only on flour but on all 
other articles of freight shipped through 
from Chicago to the seaboard. 

Through shipments of flour last week were 
8,007 tons, against 2,756 tons last year; grain, 
12,005 tons, against 24,600 tons; provisions, 
14,117 tons, against 10,981 tons. 

The percentages carried by the various 
roads were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 
12.3; Big Four, 4.3; Chicago and Erie, 20.2; 
Grand Trunk, 3.9; Lake Shore, 14.8; Michi- 
gan Central, 5.7; Nickel Plate, 11.2; Pan 
Handle, 9; Fort Wayne, 9.5; Wabash, 9.1. 


Baltimore and Ohio Earnings. 


Gross earnings of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad for the fiscal year ending June 30 
reached the sum of $27,642,432, an increase 
of $2,060,810 over the same period of 1897. 
The fact has created considerable favorable 
comment in financial circles. 

The receivers, after they were appointed 
and had examined the situation carefully, 
were confident that if their policy was car- 
ried out the earnings of the railroad would 
be greatly augmented. They began im- 
provements that, while not yet completed, 
have progressed sufficiently to demonstrate 
that the Baltimore and Ohio railroad has 
an earning capacity that will place it in 
the ranks of the profitable railroads in the 
country in a few years. The $2,000,000 in- 
crease in gross earnings was made with an 
increase of only $281,301 in expenses, giv- 
ing a net increase of $1,778,919, the approxi- 
mate net earnings from the roads alone for 
the year being $7,348,947, or over $800,000 
in excess of what the fixed charges will be 
under the plan of reorganization. In addi- 
tion to these earnings there is a miscel-
